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8 titled thereto, but in no case in excess of the actual railroad fare to 
9 and from said National Military Park at Vicksburg, Mississippi. The 

10 said commission shall issue to each person entitled thereto a certificate 
11 showing his right to be included in the campaign, siege and capture 
12 at Vicksburg, Mississippi, as a surviving participant of the campaign, 
13 siege and capture of Vicksburg, Mississippi. The said eommission 
14 shall serve without compensation, but the ineidental expenses incurred 
15 by them shall be paid from such appropriation. 
1 SEC. 5. 'Unexpended appropriation-report. Within' thirty days 
2 from October 19, 1917, the said commission shall cover into the state 
3 treasury any portion of funds hereby appropriated which may have 
4 come into their hands and remain unexpended; and within thirty day! 
5 thereafter they shall render to the governor of Iowa, to be laid be-
6 fore the next general assembly, a full account of their doings, together
